THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM was founded in 1884 by the late Dr. 
Edward L. Trudeau to help self-supporting people suffering from tuber- 
culosis. 

The institution was definitely intended for those who could pay only 
part of the cost. The deficit in maintenance is and always has been 
made up by annual gifts from the public and income from endowment 
funds. The charges to patients average three-quarters of the cost, but 
from fifteen to twenty percent receive further assistance from the Free 
Bed Funds. Additional endowment for the general maintenance and for 
the Free Bed Funds is greatly needed and legacies are desired to 
strengthen the now enlarged institution. 

The following brief summary sets forth the objects and departments 
of the institution as now carried on: 


1. The Trudeau Sanatorium is for the treatment of favorable types 
of pulmonary tuberculosis and for patients of limited means. The full 
capacity is 200 beds. 


2. The Edward L. Trudeau Foundation is an endowment fund in 
memory of Dr. Trudeau, established in 1916, for the support of research 
and teaching in tuberculosis. The fund is devoted to the following 
purposes: 


a. The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis for the instruction of 
physicians, gives a four and six weeks’ post-graduate course covering 
the modern diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis. 


b. A system of Fellowships for study and research in the Sana- 
torium and laboratories, which provide support for young physicians 
and scientists while undergoing treatment. 
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c. The Research and Clinical Laboratory, located at the Sana- 
torium, containing facilities for the study of bacteriology, chemistry 
and pathology. The same building houses the Lawrason Brown 
Memorial Medical Library. The Physiological Laboratory occupies 
the third floor of the Medical Pavilion. 


d. A department for Statistics, and for recording the annual 
reports of patients. 


e. The Saranac Laboratory for the Study of Tuberculosis, in the 
village of Saranac Lake, which was formerly the private research 
laboratory of Dr. Edward Livingston Trudeau and is now the head- 
quarters of the Trudeau School and of pathological study and re- 
search. 


Annexed to the Saranac Laboratory is the John Black Room and 
medical library, which serves the Trudeau School and Fellows as 
well as the village physicians as a lecture room. 


REPOR EOF THE-PRESIDENT 


ON BEHALF of the Board of Trustees it is my privilege to present a 
report of the operation of the Trudeau Sanatorium during another year. 
It has been another successful year, the details of which are sum- 
marized in Dr. Baldwin’s report as Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee; its study I earnestly commend to all friends of the Sanatorium. 

In spite of great difhculties incident to the War, such as shortages 
of personnel, food rationing and increased costs both in supplies and in 
wages, the institution has operated without a deficit. 

This has been due partly to excellent administration and the continued 
though diminished financial support of our friends but also largely to 
the increase of $1.00 a week in the basic rate of board charged. 

This step was taken reluctantly by the Trustees but has been amply 
justified by the results, for without it we would have faced a considerable 
deficit and on the other hand there have been not only no complaints 
from the patients, but the applications for admission have been more 
numerous than in many previous years. 

This latter fact is most reassuring, for it demonstrates that the unique 
opportunities for modern treatment offered at Trudeau are still appre- 
ciated and needed by those patients of moderate incomes for whose bene- 
fit the institution was originally designed and has ever since been 
operated. 

The constant high level of the daily census maintained throughout 
the year has enabled the sanatorium to operate at maximum efficiency 
and also has somewhat lowered the per capita daily cost in spite of in- 
creased expense in wages and supplies. 

Attention is called to the fact that not only do all patients at Trudeau 
receive treatment considerably below its cost but that a considerable 
number of them are further aided financially by assistance from the 
Free Bed Fund. It is the desire of the Trustees that no patient other- 
wise suitable, should be denied care for financial reasons. Toward this 
end the Free Bed Fund is maintained and last year forty-two benefi- 
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Ciaries were thus aided at a total cost of over $15,000. This amount 
exceeded by over $2,000 the funds available in the Fund itself and this 
sum was appropriated by the Trustees from the general funds of the 
Sanatorium. 

The Free Bed Fund is supported by income from its endowment which 
amounts to $4,000 a year and from annual contributions which last year 
totalled slightly over $8,700. Of this latter sum a considerable propor- 
tion came from one source, The Davella Mills Foundation, which has 
been a most generous contributor to this Fund for several years and to 
whom the Trustees are deeply grateful and appreciative. Former 
patients also gave $1,135. 

I wish again, as in former years, to call attention to the opportunities 
for great service which this Fund offers and to appeal to any who are 
able and willing to help, to bear it in mind either by contributions 
to its current needs or by additions to its endowment by contribution or 
by legacy. I know of no more deserving channel through which direct 
aid to patients suffering from tuberculosis can be given. 

In general the work of the Sanatorium continues to go on upon its 
well recognized high level of efficiency. The Trustees appreciate the 
fact that this is primarily due to the devotion and ability of its medical 
and administrative staff, which appreciation we most heartily feel and 
desire to express, and consequently we commend them and the institu- 
tion which they love and serve as deserving of the continued generous 
support of every friend of Trudeau.

ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
CHAIRMAN OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE

FoR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1943 


Ir Is gratifying to present a cheerful report despite the burden of war 
that curses the world. Due to the increased number of tuberculous 
patients diagnosed, as well as to their better economic position, our aver- 
age census has exceeded the previous year by 8.8, up from 191.6 to 
200.4. The applications constantly made for admission have brought 
about long waiting lists as in former years. As will be noted in the 
medical report, many favorable cases have need for prompt rest treat- 
ment, not always obtained either before or after admission owing to our 
limited infirmary capacity. Our tray service has been greatly, hampered 
by war conditions, since reliable help has been scarce. A cafeteria ser- 
vice was installed in the dining room last summer and has been of con- 
siderable help in the problem of waitresses. Food rationing has imposed 
restrictions that mean some deprivation to patients accustomed to beef- 
steak unlimited but on the whole the extra allowance of meat permitted ~ 
to tuberculous patients has been satisfactory. 

We have to record the death in August of one of our very generous 
friends, Mr. Hugo Blumenthal who presented a cottage dedicated espec- 
ially to the use of tuberculous nurses. Mr. Blumenthal was a prominent 
philanthropist, a trustee for 40 years of Mt. Sinai Hospital as well as 
President of their school of nursing. 

The death of Mr. Maurice M. Feustmann, sere of the Blumenthal 
Cottage and other important buildings of the Sanatorium, also occurred 
in August. He was a gifted member of his profession and was associated 
with Mr. William H. Scopes. Both were tuberculous patients who re- 
covered their health and settled in Saranac Lake, specializing in sana- 
torium design and construction.

PINANCIAL REPORT 


In the face of increased expense for wages and commodities and of 
limited donations to the General Fund it was reluctantly decided to add 
one dollar to the basic weekly charge to patients, making it $16.00, be- 
ginning May Ist, 1943. Fortunately the added income from the extra 
charge combined with a full bed capacity has left us with a moderate 
balance at the close of the year ($3,132.04). 

There was a decrease in donations and interest of nearly $2,500, and 
there has been no evidence of hardship for most patients produced by 
the extra charge. 

The weekly cost per capita has actually lessened from $27.01 in 1942 
to $26.80 in 1943 (21 cents less). The factors which brought this about 
are possibly the fewer employees, the food rationing, but chiefly the in- 
creased number of patients. 

Further increases in wages may be expected so that our surplus will 
not be sufhcient to make us complacent.

This fund was overdrawn the past year as the total available was less 
than the need, though required by fewer patients. It was largely used 
for patients in the infirmaries where the rates are beyond the ability of 
many to pay. It is only by such generous donations as that of the 
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Davella Mulls Foundation and from former patients that we are aple 
to maintain these patients. 


Employed Ex-Patients: Forty-two former patients were employed for 
various periods and earned $30,000. The Trudeau Foundation also em- 
ployed 23 ex-patients, largely professional and technical workers, who 
earned approximately $42,000. 

It is interesting to report that 54 ex-patients and 22 former employees 
are now in the military service.

Average daily census for 1942-43 was 200.4 Further details are pub- 
lished in the Medical Director’s report. 

The records of the Statistical Department have proved to be a mine 
of information. Mr. George D. Bisset continues as Statistician in tracing 
former patients and his services are much appreciated. 


_ Dental Department: The tragic death of our faithful dentist, Dr. 
Joseph L. Carr, from a fall, on September 19th, after sixteen years of 
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skillful and conscientious service, has been a sad blow to our staff as 
well as to his wife and family. Owing to the demands of military ser- 
vice few dentists are now available. 


THE DEPARTMENTS 


Administration: Mr. Wood and Miss Duggan have borne the prob- 
lems of management with a measure of success that compels admiration. 
The war has taken an increasing toll of employees and substitutes have 
been transient and often inefhcient. Increases in wages have been re- 
quired as the cost of living advanced and competition for trained person- 
nel increased. 


Medical Staff: Dr. Heise has had excellent assistance from Dr. 
Schwartz and Dr. Richardson, as also from the interns. Dr. Richardson 
completed his year as second assistant and is now at Bellevue Hospital 
in New York. Dr. Robert M. Kiskadden and Dr. Gerald Hogan were 
appointed interns and the former was followed by Dr. J. J. Bandeian 
and Dr. D. E. Lester succeeded Dr. Wolinsky. 


Dr. Ogden Mills School of Nursing: Having lost all the regular 
nurses who were eligible for military service, Miss Mann has been unable 
to replace them with trained nurses. It was found too that our salaries 
were lower than these offered elsewhere. At the same time the Genesee 
Valley Hospital in Rochester and Methodist Hospital in Brooklyn dis- 
continued their afhliation because of their own shortage of nurses. 

The result was that only 84 pupils completed the course of instruction 
as compared with 96 the previous year. Some of our regular nurses have 
worked one or two hours over-time when physically able and were paid 
accordingly. - It was also necessary to cut down non-essential services 
to patients, but without sacrificing the quality of care. 

It is evident that to retain our staff nurses and to obtain new ones, 
salary increases are in order. 


X-Ray Department: Activities of the x-ray laboratories reached a 
record height. The total examinations were 6,800, an increase of 1,500 
or 23 per cent over the previous year. Of these 2,724 were for patients 
in the Sanatorium, 172 more than the last year. There were 376 exam- 
inations of the digestive tract and 655 dental and miscellaneous exami- 
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nations. Chest roentgenograms of Saranac Lake school children numbered 
540, and of industrial workers, 217. 

Dr. Sampson and his assistants made interpretations of approximately 
23,500 films of men x-rayed in the industrial health surveys of the 
Saranac Laboratory. The number was 40 percent greater than last year. 

The Director and his competent staff participated in the usual teaching 
of the Trudeau School and in addition assisted in the training of 6 x-ray 
technicians in cooperation with the Saranac Lake Study and Craft Guild. 

It is gratifying to report that the expenses of the X-Ray Department 
were fully met by its income. 


The Lawrason Brown Memorial Medical Library: The use of this 
library by physicians both in the institution and by visitors is gratifying. 
Miss Smith, the Librarian, reports a total of 6,790 bound volumes, 77 
having been added by Mrs. Brown to the extensive collection of Dr. 
Brown previously donated. The gift comprised his valuable historical 
collection. 

An outstanding event was the presentation of a fine portrait of Dr. 
Brown by Mr. Alix W. Stanley, whose wife was a former patient of Dr. 
Brown’s. The occasion was notable as Mr. Stanley made the address 
and gave a warm tribute to Dr. Brown, while Dr. Miller as President 
made the response. About 100 guests were present. 


The Mellon Library: There are now 8,562 volumes in this library, 
an increase of 164 over 1942. In the rental library $194.68 was spent 
from the $219 collected. As in previous years valuable periodicals have 
been contributed and the support given by Miss Eleanor M. Mellon and 
Mrs. Walter B. James deserves especial mention. From the estate of 
Mr. Charles R. Armstrong a useful collection of botanical and gardening 
books has been received. Books circulated among the patients numbered 
Feo boy 

Assistance has been given by patients, notably by Mr. Adolph Berg- 
man who has served as assistant librarian for several years. Miss Mary 
O’Meara has continued the bookbinding project and many old volumes 
have been returned to circulation. Miss Louise Shattuck added to the 
portable file she has prepared. Miss Alice Blikken, Mr. Thomas O’Beirne 
and Mr. Fred Rose have also helped. 
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The Chapel Services: The regular Sunday services were held as usual 
by the Roman Catholic clergy, Monsignor Kitts, Father Argy and 
Father O'Connor. The Rev. E. B. Mounsey conducted the Episcopal 
services and the Rev. Henry Ebelke for the Lutheran Mission. The 
Rev. Alvin B. Gurley held a Christmas Carol service, while the Rev. 
Theodore R. Bundy and all the other ministers made visits which were 
appreciated and for which we extend thanks. 


Entertainments: We owe a vote of appreciation for the following 
entertainments: 

Miss Katharine Foster, monologues; Mr. Bert Silving, violin recital; 
Miss Beatrice Pinkney Jones, piano recital; Mr. Frank Kiwatch, motion 
pictures in color; Mr. Saul Grossman, motion pictures; Mr. Albert 
Schulman, quiz with prizes; Dr. Francis B. Trudeau, reminiscences of 
his father and lantern slides in color October 5, 1942, the founder’s 
birthday anniversary. Colored slides of scenes in Mexico were shown 
by Dr. A. Aldama-Contreras of Xalapa, Mexico. 

The usual holiday celebrations were held by the patients but the war 
made a difference in the zest of such events. 


The Workshop: The usefulness of this branch of our institution is 
unguestionable. Primarily it has been a department for occupational 
therapy. Some of the arts and crafts learned by patients have been of 
permanent value to them. 

A total of 327 persons were given instruction last year. Leather- 
work always leads in popularity but silver-work and pottery have been 
chosen by many. The silvercraft teaching by Miss Elizabeth Schiefer 
was interrupted for some months by government order but is now per- 
mitted. The new ceramic room is a scene of activity. 

Mrs. Blanchet, who teaches needle work of all kinds, has relieved the 
monotony of bed-patients with great success. 

fr. Vernon Laurence, who has been a valued assistant in the Wor':- 
shop, passed away in September after years of illness. He made himself 
very helpful in many ways and despite failing health was always cheer- 
ful. To Miss Alma Pierce the death of Mr. Armstrong was the loss 
of a close friend of many years during which she has directed the 


Workshop. 
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Acknowledgments are due for the constant interest and support oi 
Mrs. Meredith Hare. Others who contributed gifts are Mrs. Cornelia 
B. Phelps, Mrs. Pitt Petri, Mr. William Grandjean, Mr. F. H. Filley, 
Mr. Saul Grossman, Mr. William Oliver, Mrs. Vernon Laurence and 
Mr. Robert Cron. 


The Saranac Lake Study and Craft Guild: Seventy-seven patients 
were able to take up useful studies, chiefly in languages. Courses in 
English, Spanish, French, Russian and German were taken, as well as 
mathematics, shorthand, typewriting, art, etc. A special course in x-ray 
technique was given by the Guild to students sent by the U. 8. Public 
Health Service in a project to rehabilitate arrested tuberculous patients, 
in which our X-Ray Department co-operated. The first class of six 
are all employed at present and a second group is now receiving in- 
struction. 

The Sanatorium provided scholarships for several patients who took 
the Guild courses. 


The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis: The twenty-ninth session was 
held in September-October, 1943, with nineteen students. As in 1942 
the war seriously interfered with attendance from the United States 
but nine doctors came from other countries, six from Latin-America and 
three from Canada. Three of the former were sent by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of State and two by the Rockefeller Foundation. 

Four scholarships were awarded by the Trudeau School and three by 
other organizations. Sixteen of the class attended the Bellevue Hospital 
session. All manifested exceptional interest and the Latin-American 
group laid a wreath on the Trudeau Memorial Statue on the anniversary 
of Dr. Trudeau’s birth. The class also presented $52.50 for a lecture- 
ship in 1944. 

The continued support which has been furnished by the Lillia Babbitt 
Hyde Foundation is most helpful and we acknowledge our debt of grati- 
tude.to Mr. Charles CG: Harris, Director. 


The Trudeau Foundation: While the war has embarrassed the opera- 
tions of the research and field staffs, Dr. Gardner, the Director, has 
found the facilities of the Foundation are in greater demand than ever 
before. His experience and that of the staff in industrial research

qualify them to study problems that have increased in war industries. 
The results of these experiments will be published in due time, but the 
extra travel and other demands on Dr. Gardner’s time due to the death 
of Mr. Donald E. Cummings, the director of field operation, permitted 
little opportunity for publishing results. 

The studies on the growth and suppression of tubercle bacilli have 
continued at the Trudeau Laboratory, and great activity in research on 
dust diseases and other health hazards in industry is in progress at the 
Saranac Laboratory. 

The Physiological Laboratory has two divisions, one at Trudeau and 
one at the Mineville Hospital of Republic Steel Corporation. Much of 
Dr. Wright’s time is given to the determination of the respiratory capa- 
city of iron miners and the prevention and treatment of silicosis. 


Fellowships: Dr. H. F. Heslington, fellow in pathology, left to join 
the teaching staff of Vanderbilt University, and he has been succeeded 
by Dr. William H. Carnes. Both have ably carried on the work of Dr. 
Vorwald, now in U. S. Naval service. Two interns were granted sum- 
mer fellowships at the Sanatorium and Mr. Henry T. Clark completed 
his work on the Lawrason Brown Memorial Fellowship. 


Publications: Four publications were made, and 37 persons were em- 
ployed. 

Financial support was provided by industries and individuals in 
amount sufficient to meet the increased needs. We are pleased that the 
university of Rochester has renewed its pledge of joint support for 
the physiological work.
